REVISION OF AUTO 
TAX LAW PROPOSED 
By th** Associated Press 
OKLAHOMA CITY. Okla.. 
March 


3 .— Complete revision of the state’s 
system of licensing automobiles, mo­ 
torcycles. tractors and trucks is pro- j 
posed in a bill pending in the seventh 
legislature. 
The measure, introduc-! 
ed in the House by the roads and | 
highways committee, 
provides 
that 
the license fee shall be determined 
by the value of the car Itself instead 
of on the horse power basis, as is 
done under the present system. 
Li­ 
cense tags for automobiles of $500 
value, or less, would be $10. The fee 
on cars of a higher value would be 
$1 extra for each 
Additional 
$100 
valuation. 
The hill provides that the fee on 
steam and gasoline tractors shall be 
at the rate of 50 cents per horse 
power, while the fee on motor trucks 
would be rated on carrying capacity.
